It also roooemonds that definite aramgeasnts be 
eoncluded for bringing his eons over in ties to join him when he goes 
west to the proposed Job. The reasons for this noeoanendation are most 
o apprehensively developed by a revise of certain aspects of the ease to 
date. 

Subjeot is not only an astute scholar, hut equally estate In sore 
worldly fields of wLsdom. He has a long background of political experience, 
acquaintance with underground activities and the aachinery of intelligence in 
the aeved. leading uorld powers, both present end recently past. Be thus has 
a basis for ooeparlson in appraising tbs coape tones with ehieh his own ease 
is handled here. Be is widely acquainted among politically percipient sehefe re 
throughout the world. Be is well known to USSR scholars of both pro-regime and 
anti-regLne eoaplsad.cn. Consequently, the treatment accorded to him by US 
Oov ern w en t officials and the overall suocess of hie adjustment to and integration 
into US society will bee one widely known and appraised in Co— uniat, anti flu-unlit 
and opportunist circles. The almost naive and at tines exaggerated de pend— of 
the USSR upon lte coterie of aeholere wakes Ida a wars conspicuous figure in 
sensitive end important circles than would otherwise be the eeee. Be is not a 
doctrinaire believer in the US economic system any more then be is e doctrinaire 
believer in Communism, having rather the Olympian viewpoint of the sociological 
purged by travel of the taint of the ivory toner. His professional 
acquaintance runs the gamut of political coloring and he does not proscribe any 
hue from the company of his associates. 

In the long run, the ispreasion he - end others in like ease 
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officialdom miri have an important effect on the suecees of DS intalligenoe 
operations. Ha knows the eoore in his present situation. 

The US is now very such on the short end of that score. When he emerged 
t ? ob oorart to overt status at the insistence of US military personnel in 
Oenany, he was apprehensive. Khan tine dragged through a succession of Minor 
snafus, his promise of asylum in the US showed no perceptible progress, his 
wife died, and the tedium of Inaction and petty snafu continued, there 1m at 
least a presumption that doubts as to the wisdom and dependable good faith of 
the US sprouted in his reflections. When he arrived in the US, was bounced 
about by uninformed officials, no accredited representative of his sponsors 
in this country appeared on the scene, his papers were Impounded in default 
of an eight dollar foe, he went In hock to the local Red Cross fbr five dollars 
for coffee and cakes, end finally, one must suppose s prey to confused misgiv- 
ings, was flown to Washington, his estimate of the functioning of US Intelli- 
gence can hardly have bounded upward. And when, on hie arrival hers, after 
him own nans had been shouted and recorded fay every file clerk between the US 
Zone of Qernany end the US Capital, he was suddenly told be was again under 
deep cover and Ms om name was never to be spoken, he amy well have thought 
that the unaccustomed magnificence of his surroundings were nevertheless the 
trappings of a super madhouse. 

As recorded in informal memos in your CJto C. files, the futility 
end the positive danger of maintaining the fiction of Ms cover became weekly 
more apparent. The trail of unclassified Army orders under which he entered the 
US, their contents abruptly upgraded, but only after they had been freely dis- 
tributee in their pristine nakedness of any classification whatsoever, were 
advertisement enough of his presence here. His contacts with at least three 
US universities, all of which had been alerted to his impending arrival, were 
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a dally increasing vacuum of information about him, drawing a steadily aountlng 
volume of attention to hla mb sane* from the moment of his disappearance. The 
continuously growing list of his approved callers was in itself the antithesis 
of sincere and mature handling of covert operations. (It should be noted in 
this connection that that part of the exploitation carried on by this office 
has been on the basis of written requirements and absolutely no direct matings 
end interviews, and this policy has been adhered to without exception.) Xhe- 
Xew Toxic meeting, at which he was publicly identified by a fellow USSR-national, 
was the predictable climax. However the arrangements for public disclosure of 
his presence, which Obviously were begun before the ide nt i f ication in Hew York, 
aside from being a breach of faith with the American press which CIA can ill 
afford from a long-range public relations standpoint, come close to branding the 
entire covert phase of the operation as a hoax and Indeed as a publicity buildup. 
If the substantial American press, wliich is far more important than any tingle 
publication however glamorous its plush-lined blandishments, ever becomes aware 
that CIA wade an exclusive disclosure of information up to then top secret and 
an individual up to then operationally covert, CIA might as well eloae up shop. 
If Congress becomes aware of it, we will all be out in the street without tbs 
price of a railroad ticket back horns. Even single correspondents who are made 
privy to the presence of individuals in this country prior to public announce- 
ment thereof, though they nay cultivate euch confidences for a time, will in- 
evitably betray than in the end if they have a truly professional attitude 
toward the cowplex problems of reconciling a free press with the requirements 



of security. 

Any rigor or intemperance in the foregoing paragraphs may be taken as a 
calculated but diluted estimate of the subject's present etate of mind. For4 
that reason they are Important. There is further importance in the fact that 
the recital of the subject's case is startlingly parallel to previous Csech eases.

This office also rsooaoends that full authority for handling all matters 
•f personal arrangements for subject be given to it* A salvage operation is 
now required. It can only be achieved if Judgment and understanding be com- 
bined with sufficient time and freedom Aron other distractions so that one in- 
dividual can carry through the painstaking procedure of reestablishing faith 
that. In subject's own estimation at least, has been badly abused*
